assault  gun  firing  ranges,  (P)  flat  trajectory  firingranges,  (Q)  artillery 
emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity. 
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SUMMARY 


Riga  Army  Barracks  is  located  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  Riga,  adjacent  to  the  Mezha 
park  and  cemeteries  (Figure  1).  The  fenced 
installation  covers  approximately  50  acres  and 
appears  to  be  primarily  a military  warehouse 
and  storage  area.  It  contains  11  barracks, 
3 administration  buildings,  42  storage  build- 


ings, 8 support  buildings,  and  4 possible  POL 
storage  tanks  (Figures  2 and  3). 

This  installation  was  covered  by  a TALENT 
and  14  KEYHOLE  missions  between  July  1956 
and  July  1964.  Five  barracks,  2 storage, 
1 administration,  and  7 support  buildings  were 
added  during  this  time. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A possible  rail  spur  enters  the  instal- 
lation from  the  south. 

Road  Service 

Good  all-weather  roads  serve  the  area. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  11  barracks,  2 admin- 
istration, and  2 support  buildings. 


General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  14  storage  and  3 sup- 
port buildings. 

Area  E2  contains  28  storage,  1 admin- 
istration, and  3 support  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Area 

Area  G contains  4 possible  storage  tanks. 
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
